House Banking Commit-

Some Areas After End

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP)— 

A key Congressman predicted to- 
day that President Truman will 
ask, and Congress will approve, a 
continuation of rent controls be- 
yond June 30, 1950, expiration 
date. 
The spokesman was Representa- 
tive O’Hara (Dem.), Illinois, a 
member of the House Banking 
Committee who is close to the 
Administration. 

“The final answer that rent 
controls must be continued,” he 
told reporters, “was given by the 
reimposition of rent ceilings at 
Harrodsburg, Ky., where even a 
landlord and a baker asked that 
controls be restored after there 
had been exorbitant rent increas- 
es—running from 10 to 300 per 
cent.”’ 

O’Hara said 
Chicago and other large cities 
would be terrible if controls were 
dropped.” 

He made a flat prediction that 
Congress will continue the rent 
law, although some other law- 
makers close to the White House 
have voiced doubt that Congress 
will permit any federal rent con- 
trols after June 30. 

Possible Change in Law. 

If there is a continuation the 
law’s effect may be confined in 
new legislation to rent ceilings 
only for large cities. 

Under .the revised rent law en- 
acted earlier this year, a legisla- 
ture may decontrol a whole state 
and a city government can lift 
controls in its jurisdiction. The 
federal rent administrator Tighe 
E. Woods, has authority to take 
off rent ceiling on his own ini-

—Workmen searched today for 
any possible additional bodies in 
the wreckage of the Swift & Co. 
packing plant and office building, 
shattered by an explosion which 
| killed 17 persons yesterday. Nine 
'of some 90 others injured were 
| reported to be in serious condi- 
|tion. The dead included 12 em- 
ployes of operating departments, 
the company nurse and three out- 
‘Siders killed at the loading dock. 


| A seventeenth body was taken 
from the debris this afternoon. 


Sixteen bodies had been re- 
covered previously but some 200 
| workmen stayed on the _ job 
throughout the night hunting for 
three persons still not accounted 
for at that time.

COFFEE PRICE Rist 
CONTINUING HERE 


Climb to 90 Cts. Predicted, 
Though Senate Group Says 
‘Skyrocketing’ Is Over.

The retail price of coffee is 
continuing to rise in St. Louis, 
but in Washington Senate investi- 
gators have halted their inquiry 
into the cost of coffee, saying the 
“skyrocketing of prices’ has 
stopped.” 

Advertised brands of coffee are 
selling here now at about 83 to 
85 cents a pound, but wholesalers 
say the retail price will have to 
advance to about 90 cents a 
pound to keep up with wholesale 
price rises. In smaller stores, 
well-known brands are selling for 
69 to 73 cents a pound but the 
storekeepers will have to pay 80 
ito 82 cents a pound,to replace 
‘that coffee, wholesalers say. 


nounced rises in their prices, one 
to 74 cents a pound, the other to 
75 cents. Storekeepers now are 
paying 81 to 83 cents a pound. A 
wholesaler said coffee prices have 
been “almost at a standstill for a 
week or 10 days.” However, he 
continued, roasted coffee has ad- 
vanced about 30 cents a pound 


'since June 1 and retail prices will 
have to go up about 10 cents a 
pound more than they have to 
keep up with the wholesale level. 

“We can’t tell Brazil and other 
South and Central American 
countries what to charge for their 
coffee and they are the ones who 
are raising the price,’”’ one whole- 
saler said.

BY LANDOWNERS 
NEAR HILLSBORO 


Many Residents Facing 
Loss of Farms, Homes 
Attend Hearing — Citi- 
zens of Town to Be In- 
undated Protest.

Emory Crockett, a_ livestock 
farmer near Sullivan, charged 
that farmers are subjected to all 
types of propaganda, but the 
worse was that in connection with 
the dams. He said he had seen a 
movie which-depicted the advan- 
tages of a flood ‘control dam by 
showing “pretty meadows below 
the dam and bathing beauties 
above.”

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COLD WAVE OCCURS 


St. Louisans face the possibility 
of a critical coal shortage if there 
is a prolonged cold wave and the 
miners continue to work only 
three days a week, James A. 
| Worsham, executive secretary of 
the St. Louis Retail Coal Associa- 
tion, said today. 

Retail coal dealers are getting 
only about one half their normal 
supply for this time of the year, 
Worsham said, because of the 3- 
day work week ordered for the 
coal fields by John L. Lewis’s 
United Mine Workers of America. 
However, generally moderate 
weather has, until the last few 
days, held down the demand on 
the available supply. 

If low temperatures prevail for 
very long and miners remain on 
the three-day week there is a 
possibility the supply may be 
wiped out altogether in January 
when orders to replenish house- 
hold supplies come in, Worsham 
said. The most critical shortage, 
he added, will probably be among 
the types of coal used in stokers.

The. wall on the south end of 
the plant, which included the of- 
fices, had holes punched throtgh 
it, and although sections were 
missing, it still stood. The build- 
ing’ is five stories high in front 
and six in the back. 

There was an aimost warlike | 
atmosphere today as trucks and 
bulldozérs moved ahead on the 
slow job of removing the debris.

Conference.Tries to Decide If 
Individual Churches Will 
Keep Autonomy. 


GREENWICH, Conn., Dec. 15 
(AP)}—A conference, aimed at 
drafting a blueprint for a union 
of American Protestantism, today 
explored this xey question: 


What effect would a consolida- 


tion of Protestant denominations 
have on the individual church 
units? 
Delegates and observers repre- 
*genting 19,000,000 church-goers 
came to grips with the problem 
yesterday as the three-day con- 
clave opened on a note of mixed 
opinion. 
Some Support Local Autonomy. 


Various church leaders voiced | 


support for a unity plan that 
would leave local units intact. 

Some expressed belief that past 
efforts at Protestant union had 
failed because too much autonomy 
was left to individual denomina- 
tions. 

Forty-five key figures from 14 
denomin 
ants from the major inter-church 
councils, are taking part in the 
conference, sponsored by seven 
denominations. 

The purpose is to draw up a 
unity plan to submit to the var- 
fous denominations for ratifica- 
tion. 

A tentative proposal, that would 
not upset local church units, was 
advanced last night by Dr. Charles 
Clayton Morrison of Chicago, 
editor of the “Christian Century.” 


Tentative Proposal. 


He suggested that Protestant 
churches join on national, reg- 
ional and diocesan levels, with 
local churches remaining separate 
as they now are. 

The individual churches would 
not need to merge, he said, “even 
if there are three or four on the 
same corner.”

AUDITOR VOTED 
BY FREEHOLDERS 


Official Would Be Se-|ward G. Br 


lected by Two-Thirds 
Poll of Aldermen — 
Housing Bonds Au- 
thorized. 


A provision for establishment 
of the office of city auditor to 
provide an independent post-au- 
dit of all phases of city finance 
was approved for inclusion in the 
proposed new city charter by the 
Board of Freeholders last night. 

The action, recommended by 
the group’s committee on munic- 
ipal finance and taxation, sets up 
a city auditor who would be ap- 
pointed by two-thirds vote of the 
Board of Aldermen. The official, 
therefore, would be totally inde- 
pendent of the Mayor, whose re- 
sponsibilities and powers are be- 
ing strengthened by the board. 

In general, the auditor’s duties 
are designed to check on the fi- 
nancial dealings of the executive 
department of the city govern- 
ment, with emphasis on the post- 
auditing of the receipt, custody 
and expenditure of public funds. 


Investigation of Departments. 


clude investigation of the admin- 
istration and operation of any 
department or city agency if di- 
rected by the aldermen. His re- 
ports of suchinvestigations, with 
findings and recommendations, 
would be made to the aldermen. 
He would have access to all books 
and records of all departments. 

The official would be required 
to have the same charter quali- 
fications as the Mayor and also 
must be a certified public ac- 
countant. The charter section 
dealing with his duties directs 
him to audit the general fiscal 
books and records of the city 
once a year, and at least once in 
four years he must make com- 
plete audits of the financial 
transactions of individual city de- 
partments. 

Reports of all such audits, as 
wel as reports olf the auditor's 
investigations, would be. filed 
with the aldermen and would be 
public information. 

His term of office would be 
four years and he would be sub- 
ject to removal, by a two-thirds 
vote of the aldermen, for incom- 
petency, neglect of duty or mal- 
feasance. His salary would be 
established by the aldermen. 

Bonds and Tax Bills. 

The Freeholders also approved 
for inglusion in the charter a 
section dealing with city bonds 
and another on special tax bills. 
Both sections follow the present 
eharter almost word-for-word, al- 
though the former specifically au- 
thorizes bond issues for slum 
‘clearance, public housing and 
airports, subjects now covered in 
the city’s general power to issue 
bonds.

LTHOUGH neither country 


socialism, both New Zealand and Australia have turned it down, 
in unmistakable terms, as the ideal form of government. Appar- 
ently in fear of bigger doses of a political system they didn’t. like, 
Anzac voters have given the heave-ho to their socialist-minded Labor 
governments and elected new leaders pledged to the ideals of free 


enterprise. 

In Australia’s case, Labor’s pol- 
icy since 1921 has been “sociali- 
zation of industry, production, 
distribution, exchange.” Not until 
Labor Prime Minister Chifley 
came to power eight years ago, 
however, did the Laborites find 
a leader brave enough to put 
that policy into practice. 

Chifley tried to nationalize 
airlines, banks and physicians. 
Australian and British courts 
ruled nationalization moves un- 
constitutional in the case of 
banks and doctors. A public 
referendum stopped the _ air- 
lines grab. Chifley went ahead 
and established a government 
airline, however. His intention 
was to run competitors out of 
business. He failed. 

The nationalization attempts, 
made against widespread public 
protest, aroused mounting bit- 
terness. 

Australia would have had 
television and FM radio, too, 
by this time, the public felt, 
except for the Labor Govern- 
ment’s decision to make them 
federal monopolies. 

Moreover they felt the inef- 
ficent government-owned rail- 
roads and telephone system 
were apt illustration of how 
badly complete state control 
can bungle things. 

Last weekend the citizenry got 
a chance to halt the trend. It 
voted for a change—to a Liberal- 
Country coalition. | 

Labor’s inability to solve the 
chronic housing shortage, indus- 
trial tieups, including a _ coal 
strike, and shortages of vital ma- 
terials, as well as its failure to 
end gasoline rationing, undoubt- 
edly cost it the votes of thou- 
sands, 

In the main, however, the 
Government’s defeat in all six 
states, even in the labor strong- 
hold of New South Wales, can 
be attributed to lack of faith by 
the voters in Labor’s socialist 
attempts and plans for future 
sotialistic moves if re-elected. 

Another significant election 
feature was the big swing in 
the Labor state of Queensland 
against Labor, which captured 
only three of 18 seats.

Prime Minister, is not new to 
office, but he has changed greatly 
since he last held office eight 
years ago. 

When he first succeeded to the 
prime ministership after the death 
of Joseph Lyons in April 1939, he 
had had an unchecked rise to 
wealth and power through univer- 
sity, law and Victorian state and 
federal politics. He was then only 
44 years old and, because every- 
thing had been so easy for him 
he was inclined toward arrogance 
and dictatorial treatment of -his 
colleagues.

The chief reason, Laborites 
admit, was the splitting of the 
big Catholic vote due to news- 
paper attacks by Brisbane’s 
Archbishop James Duhig on so- 
cialism and bank nationaliza- 
tion, Protestant clergymen also 
are credited with swinging 
thousands of votes against La- 
bor in similar attacks. 

Clearly Labor now faces a 
crisis in its own ranks. It must 
either continue to support its 
socialist schemes at the risk of 
remaining an opposition party, 
modify those schemes to an ac- 
ceptable point, or abandon them 
altogether. In some quarters. it 
is felt that this may lead to a 
split in Labor party ranks. 

On the other hand, the new 
Liberal-Country coalition govern- 
ment ‘can be expected to run its 
policy close to that of a moderate 
Labor party in so far as indus- 
trial relations and generous so- 
cial benefits are concerned. 

One of its first moves will be a 
law to make nationalization con- 
stitutionally impossible except by 
public referendum. 

Tired of Labor Experiments. 

Post-election analysis of the 
New Zealand upset indicates that 
the citizens there were tired of 
their Labor government’s experi- 
ments with the socialist state. 

In New Zealand, airlines, prac- 
tically all public transport, and 
all phases of medical practice are 
nationalized. Moreover, import 
controls stemming from Labor’s 
plan to strengthen the country’s 
internal economy, has had the re- 
verse effect of curbing expansion 
of private enterprise. 

The new government’s inten- 
tion, in the words Of Sidney Hol- 
land, the new Prime Minister, is 
“to get out of the road of private 
enterprise and let it function with 
the maximum possible degree of 
freedom.” The Government has 
already announced it will de- 
nationalize the airlines. _— 

One big factor in the Labor de-

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The Dangers in Defense 

During the war, this nation turned over 
billions of dollars to the military services. 
Naturally, there was no question whether we 
could afford the cost of victory. But this re- 
fraining from criticism became something of a 
habit when the East-West pattern forced the 
continuation of high military expenditures in 
the postwar years. 

The Government has paid relatively little at- 
tention to questions raised in pulpits, classrooms 
or on editorial pages. Perhaps it will give more 
heed to the Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment, the brain trust of American business. 

Under the leadership of such men as Philip 


Reed of General Electric, Marion Folsom of 


Eastman Kodak, Fowler McCormick of Interna- 
tional Harvester, Paul Hoffman, William Clay- 
ton, Eric Johnston and William Benton, C.E.D. 
certainly speaks with a responsible voice. 

This group has come to the conclusion that 
national defense will cost the United States 
about 20 billion dollars a year for perhaps a gen- 
eration to come. As things stand, this does not 
look like too high an estimate. This year, 
roughly 15 billions will go directly to the armed 
services. The C.E.D. also takes into considera- 
tion such items as the cost of European rearm- 
ament and atomic energy development. In the 
years ahead, the cost of some of these items may 

_well go up even if appropriations for the armed 
services are somewhat reduced. 

There is no point in blinking the fact that this 
is a severe burden on the peacetime economy— 
even at its current high level. And this does 
not count the hidden social costs. For example. 
the diversion of materials from such peacetime 


. uses as the construction of badly needed hous- 


ing. The C.E.D. did, however, emphasize the 
political dangers which might flow out of such a 
defense program. 

A powerful military machine, it warned, can 
destroy free enterprise. Business men can be 
turned into mere agents charged with the fulfil- 
ment of military contracts. All manner of waste 
and inefficiency can be covered up by insisting 
on “security.” Criticism can be shut off in the 
name of “loyalty.” 

“An atmosphere of suspicion favors the 
growth of political police,” said the C.E.D. 
“Necessary investigations can deteriorate into 
witch hunts which threaten the whole structure 
of individual freedom. . . . Public apathy and the 
pressure for security can lead us along a danger- 
ous road—a road that ends in what has aptly 
been called a garrison-police state.” 

The C.E.D. is not blind. It does not believe 
that the United States is running such risks out 
of sheer perversity. Its report cannot be read 
without reference to the conditions which the 
Kremlin has forced on the Western democracies. 
The American people, unfortunately, do not 
have a free choice as to whether they should or 
should not keep up their defenses. But they 
can decide whether waste shall make the burden 
of arms needlessly heavy, and whether this bur- 
den shall be allowed to undermine their demo- 
cratic government and their individual rights. 


Here the C.E.D. has suggested some very use- 
ful safeguards. It recommends a full-time 
chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board. It says also that the National Security 
Council should be enlarged with three more 
civilian members with no other government re- 
sponsibilities. Each house of Congress should 
have a “committee on national security” to 
harmonize defense policy. There should be 
“a strong civilian staff independent of . con- 


trol by the military services” within the De- ° 


partment of Defense to evaluate long-term 
policy. . And a member of the National Se- 
curity Council, made up of the top presiden- 
tial advisers. should be responsible for ‘‘a more 
effective flow to the public of information re- 
lating to national security ... to counteract the 
present trend toward undue secrecy.” 

In short: by firml? fixing defense under 
civilian control and letting the people know what 
is going on, its costs may be kept as low as pos- 
sible and its threats to freedom may be 


~circumvented. 
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Case of Patrolman Brown 

Because there was no witness who saw him at 
the steering wheel, three charges against Patrol- 
man James H. Brown, including the serious one 
of driving while intoxicated, have been dismissed 
by City Court Judge Connor. “I know in my 
own mind what happened,” Judge Connor said, 
“but I must follow the law and dismiss the de- 
fendant.” 

Brown's condition on the night of Nov. 5, after 
his automobile struck a parked car on Lafayette 
avenue, is not a matter of question. It took five 
other policemen to subdue him. In the street 
fight, Brown’s police revolver fell to the pave- 
ment, thus endangering everyone trying to bring 
him under control. After he was handcuffed 
and tied, he was taken to City Hospital where he 
was pronounced “suffering from acute alcohol- 
ism.” 

This is all the Police Board needs to know 
about Patrolman Brown. His suspension should 
become an immediate dismissal. But this is not 
all the Police Board needs to know about the 
case. Why was Brown not charged.with resist- 
ing arrest? Was he spared that charge because 
he was a policeman? The Police Board owes the 
people of St. Louis a prompt investigation and 
explanation—if there is one. 
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A Conflict of Courts? 


In its opinion on racial property restrictions, 
the Missouri Supreme Court not only adopted a 
narrow view ,of law, but confined the rights of 
citizens. _ 

The issue involved restrictive covenants, by 
which property owners seek to bar Negroes or 
other groups from buying property. In 1948, 
the United States Supreme Court considered the 
matter, partly as a result of Shelley vs. Kraemer, 
which arose in St. Louis. 

Finally the court ruled without dissent that, 
while such covenants were not illegal as purely 
voluntary agreements, they could not be en- 
forced in federal or state courts. 

Duly noting this, the Missouri Supreme Court 
now asserts that the ruling did not bar damage 
suits under the covenants. Thus when two prop- 
erty owners have agreed not to sell their homes 
to Negroes, and one of them does, the other 
could sue him for breach of agreement. 

The question is whether this amounts to state 
enforcement of the covenants. In damage suits. 
of course, the courts would not take direct action 
against the Negro who bought the home. But 
the law would be used to punish anyone who 
violated an agreement against sale to a Negro. 

In effect, the ruling permits the power of the 
state to discourage violation of restrictive cov- 
venants. And if this is not enforcement, what 
is it? 

When the jssue was before the United States 
Supreme Court, the Justice Department filed a 
brief stating that enforcement of racial housing

Whether the law is used against a citizen 
seeking property, or against a citizen seeking to 
provide him with property, makes little practical 
difference. The one good thing about the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court opinion is that it invites 
review by the. United States Supreme Court. 
There it should not stand. 
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A Game Becomes Big Business 
In 61 years of football, St. Louis University 
had teams that were good, bad or indifferent, 
but increasingly unprofitable. It is unfortunate 
that the long record of sportsmanship finally 


had to be balanced with profit and loss, and 


closed out. : 

The university’s experience concerns a game 
that became a business. School authorities are 
frank about this. 
schedules, well-paid coaches and athletes re- 
cruited from many states did not pay off in vic- 
tories or gate receipts at Walsh Stadium. The 
1948 football season alone is said to have pro- 
duced a deficit of $115,000. 

No doubt the football business does pay for 
many colleges, or they would not be in it. But 
others find it increasingly difficult to turn a 
profit, and some frankly do not wish to make 
the educational sacrifices involved. The Rev. 
Paul C. Reinert, its cn says that St. 
Louis University cannot afford and does not 
wish to “submit to these scholastic compro- 
mises.” a 

For such institutions, there are two choices. 
Either they can, like Washington University, 
“de-emphasize” football. Or they can, like St. 
Louis University, abandon football altogether. 
Neither palicy injures other college _ sports. 
Either policy should confine athletics within 
academic goals, without subjecfing students to 
the hypocrisy of being amateurs for pay. 

As St. Louis University drops a profitless pig- 
skin in behalf of higher education, it may look 
back upon 61 years with nostalgia. But not with 
regret. 
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No Job for Ohio’s Bricker 

Senator Bricker’s proposal that the Northern 
Republicans and the Democratic Bourbons of the 
South join hands agairist the Fair Deal has been 
ridiculed, sneered at and otherwise discounted. 

It was, of course, politically naive, no matter 
how often the G.O.P.’s Old Guard and the Dixie- 
crats vote together to sabotage a Truman Ad- 
ministration measure. The Southern Senator or 
Representative who holds seniority on crucial 
committees is going to hang onto his position of 
influence. He is less interested in his party and 
his section than he is in his own personal 
importance. 

If Senator Bricker had wanted to make a use- 
ful suggestion it would have been that the Re- 
publican party develop enough of a program to 
lay the basis for a two-party system in the 
South. That is what the South needs, and the 
Atlanta Constitution and Richmond Times- 
Dispatch, to their credit, have been saying so. 
Senator Bricker, however, is not the missionary 
to carry the gospel. He may preach the old- 
time politics, but it is hard to picture very 
many Southerners venturing down a sawdust 
trail that led to his pulpit. 
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Battle of the Half-Century 


As halt centuries go, the first half of the 
twentieth hasn't been anything to cheer about. 
In fact, when you get right down to it, a strong 
case could be made for the position that, as half 
eenturies go, the whole trouble with the current 
version is that it hasn’t gone half fast enough. 
In ovr blissful naivete we’ve been looking for- 
ward to next Jan. 1, thinking that would end it. 

Now comes no less a personage than the Brit- 
ish Royal Astronomer, who deposed that. his 
atomic clocks, super-telescopes and sun dials 
tell him that we’re a year ahead of ourselves. 
The half century, he said, really won't be ending 
until Dec. 31, 1950. 

It isn’t the numbers of the years now which 
matters, in his considered opinion; it’s the fact 
that the first century hadn’t gone through a 
hundred years until Dec. 31, 100 A.D. In view 
of the delicate state of world relations, we are 
happy to report that there is no apparent dan- 
ger of this becoming an international issue. On 
this side of the ocean both the United States 
Naval Observatory and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission back up the Royal Astronomer. 

But the Library of Congress and the Smith- 
sonian Institution will have none of it. Routed 
out from his cubicle in the stacks, a Library of 
Congress spokesman announced firmly that, 
“The year 1900 was the first year of this cen- 
tury, regardless of arguments about the First 
Century A.D.” 

A reliable, well-timed century plant could set- 
tle this argument. If anybody has a small-size, 
or half-century, plant which looks as though it’s 
about to bloom, we hope he’ll notify the experts. 
In the meantime, this is no battle for laymen. 
Obviously the only solution for earnest half- 
century welcomers is to quaff an extra demi- 
tasse from the wassail bowl both this Dec. 31 
and next Dec. 31—just to be sure. 
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On Champagne as Well as Milk 


Is there any sound reason why food and drink 
served in a night club should not come under a 
sales tax if the same food is so taxed in a res- 
taurant or hotel? Very few people would argue 
Indeed, most persons would 
say that night club food was a fairer subject for 
a sales tax than essential bread and milk sold at 
a store. 

Yet Illinois is just now getting the night 
clubs on the same tax basis as eating places. In 
1948, Circuit Judge William V. Brothers ex- 
empted night clubs from the sales tax. George 
F. Barrett, then Attorney General, took no steps 
to appeal this ruling. In fact, shortly before he 
went out of office he approved the refunding of 
more than $300,000 in impounded taxes paid by 
Illinois night clubs under protest. 

To the credit of the new Attorney General, 
Ivan A. Elliott, he promptly appealed the Broth- 
ers ruling to the State Supreme Court—and 
persuasively so. The ruling has been reversed 
and it is estimated that Illinois now stands to 
receive about $2,000,000 a year in revenue, Mr. 
Elliott’s achievement for the Illinois taxpayer is 
the more notable since the file on this case was 
missing from the Attorney General’s office when 
he took over from George Barrett and began the

The Mirror

Spokesmen for Australia’s Labor Gov- 
ernment soft-pedaled socialism and based 
their appeal primarily on the current rec- 
ord of full employment, high wages and 
general prosperity, for which they claimed 
entire credit. The platform of the com- 
bined Liberal and Country parties called 
for a release of the private initiative that 
built the nation, through removal of con- 
trols imposed by the Socialists, but was 
notably silent about any reduction of so- 
cial benefits. 

Thus the party in power obviously recog- 
nized the waning attraction of socialism 
as a doctrine, while its opponents just as 
clearly felt that any major attack on wel- 
fare activities to which the people had 
grown accustomed would be inexpedient. 
Despite this deliberate blunting of theory 
in practice, however, the Australian elec- 
torate undoubtedly was quite aware of the 
fundamental issue, the conflict between 
two economic philosophies. And it is re- 
markable that in registering their prefer- 
ence for private enterprise as against gov- 
ernment direction the voters threw out a 
‘prosperity’ regime. They shot Santa 
Claus on Christmas Eve. 


Two groups of voters with a British back- 
ground have now decided that socialism 
has not proved itself a sound base for eco- 
nomic progress and that it creates some 
grave problems for the preservation of ele- 
mentary personal freedom. It is wholly 
conceivable that by early next year the 
British themselves may be found to have 
arrived at the same verdict.

In the coming winter in Great Britain 
—or at the latest in the early spring—the 
“‘mother of parliaments” will herself be 
reconstituted, with the Laborites being 
faced by a severe challenge. It is diffi- 
cult not to see in the Australian and New 
Zealand elections the setting of a trend: 
it is difficult not to suppose that this trend 
will climax in the British contest. 


That a drift to Right has been manifest 
wherever free elections have been held 
can hardly be denied. First, there has 
been a general and notable rejection of 
Communism. Secondly, there has been an 
increasing disposition to question, to chal- 
lenge and to reject the various forms of 
Socialist and Labor governments which 
had been accepted as the alternativé to 
Communism. In Austria, Germany and 
Belgium the drift is clear; Norway, which 
returned a Labor government to power, is 
an exception. 

France has had no elections, but the 
inability of the Socialists to form a gov- 
ernment by themselves has been’ shown, 
while the strength of the free enterprise 
liberals has increased steadily within the 
Third Force. On top of these develop- 
ments the New Zealand and Australian 
mandates come like the projection of an 
established line—not isolated events but 
the reflection of a deep desire among the 
free peoples to reassert their independence 
of undue state control. 


This desire has undoubtedly been abetted 
by the annoyances and vexations which 
the Socialist systems piled up. It would 
be misleading, however, to discount the 
anti-Socialist trend on this: account. The 
accumulated resentments which played 
their part in the dominion overturns was 
not the result of mismanagement or inex- 
perience; they were the inevitable conse- 
quences of a system which sets out to di- 
rect enlarging spheres of the individual's 
life and work. 

It may be questioned, indeed, whether 
Socialism can long endure where the door 
remains open to a freer, less restrictive 
type of government. For a time the. bur- 
den of grievances may be outweighed by 
superficial gains. But in the end the 
toll of petty restrictions mounts unbear- 
ably; and whether after 14 years, or after 
four, the lid blows off. 

A nation, however, like an individual, is 
part of -all-it-has been through, and some- 
thing remains from even its dead-end ad- 
ventures, It is notable that neither Mr,

Holland in New Zealand nor Mr. Menzies 
in Australia promised an abandonment of 
Labor’s social services. Direct interfer- 
ence in such forms as price-fixing or na- 
tionalization has been judged differently 
from provision against accident and hard- 
ship. This difference provides food for 
thought for conservatives everywhere.

Republicans looking for comfort in the 
Australian election will find it. The con- 
servative less-government advocates, a 
coalition of the Liberal and the Country 
parties, tossed out a Labor government 
that thought itself firmly entrenched after 
eight years of power. 


The Laborites in Australia could boast 
of prosperity. They could boast of no 
lack of employment, indeed, of 100,000 
jobs going begging in a population of 
only 8,000,000. Their consequent defeat 
may seem all the more cheering to hope- 
ful conservatives in this country. and it 
is certain that a part of the Australian 
“revolution” was due to a distaste for 
gasoline rationing and other controls left 
over from the war. 

Whatever the reasons, the swing in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand clearly is to the 
right. But in both it is more likely a mat- 
ter of Dr. New Deal being dead, and a 
new. doctor halting further social experi- 
mentation, than actually of turning the 
clock back. Until the triumphant Mr. 
Menzies speaks there is no point to scan- 
ning the Australian crystal ball too close- 
ly, but it is pertinent for conservatives and 
liberals alike to ponder how little of a 
“revolution” is now promised to the peo- 
ple of New Zealand by the Prime Minister- 
designate, Sidney Holland. ' 


When Mr. Holland’s conservative Nation- 
alists swept to victory on Dec. 1, there 
were hopeful hallelujahs in the right-wing 
American press. But now what do the 
triumphant Nationalists promise on the 
verge of taking office next week? Mr. 
Holland is explicit: taxes on the workers’ 
overtime pay are going to be reduced, 
pensions are going to be increased, pres- 
ent land-sale restrictions will be removed, 
and private insurance companies will again 
be allowed the right to handle workers’ 
compensation insurance. The Nationalists, 
says Mr. Holland, will stand by their pledge 
“to retain the welfare state established 
by Labor,” but will get on with the job 
of abolishing “some government controls” 


_and will “halt nationalization.” 


Not much turning back of the clock, 
is it?

The parties which have been voted into 
office stand for free enterprise against so- 
cialist regimentation. The decision in 
Australia, following within 10 days the 
similar results in New Zealand, where the 
socialists were defeated after 14 years in 
office, shows that people who have had 
plenty of acquaintance with socialism not 
only are impressed with the need for a 
cure, but are able to effect it.

Progress of a Race 

THE NEGRO'S MORALE. by Arnoid M. Rose. (Univ. 

of Minnesota Press, Minneapolis, 153 pgs., $2.50.) 

One afternoon five of us, all whites, 
were. seated in Prof. Rose's living room, 
diseussing the etiquette of Negro-white re- 
lations. The whole matter, he explained, 
is so overgrown with rationalizations-and 
excuses to justify white supremacy that, 
as he puts it in this book, “the unlearned 
white who does not wish to offend has 


‘almost to travel with a Baedeker’s guide 


when he goes among Negroes.” Even 
humiliation of the Negro must be done by 
certain standards. 

It all began, of course, with the role 
of slavery assigned to the Neggo. Iillit- 
eracy and poor communication coupled 
with hard labor kept Negroes from com- 
municating with one another. Emancipa- 
tion brought freedom from slavery but 
kept much of the former conditions of 
illiteracy and economic, political and so- 
cial exclusion. The first group reaction 
was a demand for education, led by Booker 

T. Washington. He 
wanted the Negro 
given the opportu- 
nity to prove his 
worth and make his 
own way in society. 
To Washington even 
social separation and 
segregation in edu- 
cation was accept- 
able, since all was 
to be subordinated 
to the securing of 
technical skills. 
But, since about 
1900, and  particu- 
larly since the or- 
ganization of the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (1909), a new viewpoint 
has been dominant in the Negro commu- 
nity. In addition to school opportunities 
Negroes have become insistent upon full 
freedom and equality in a total democracy. 
They now point with pride to the achieve- 
ments of members of their race in various 
fields, science, government, education, 
sports, etc. 


They have built up over the past four 
decades from a very low to a much higher 
group morale. They have learned to insist 
upon their rights, to join organizations to 
secure these rights. They deride members 
of the Negro community who try to avoid 
their responsibility to the community by 
“passing” into the white community be- 
cause of their light color. 


Group identification and morale take 
many forms, some good and some bad, but 


ail understandable and explainable. Prof. 


Rose has performed a necessary task, and 
his interpretations of group action ex- 
plain many of the actions on which gen- 
eral stereotypes of Negroes are based. 
Negro churches, newspapers, fraternal and 
recreational organizations are examined 
for their part in the’ Negro’s morale. And, 
in addition to all the material Prof. Rose 
has added an appendix with several dozen 
“Topics for Research on Negro Group 
Identification” which should serve as an 
excellent guide for students interested in 
following some of the leads outlined by 
the author. For the general reader the 
book will serve as a guide as to how to 
do by your neighbor so that he may live 
as you would like to live.

DELIVERY SERVICE 
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Bonus Rule Is Dead, 


And Good Riddance. 
ASEBALL has scrapped the 
controversial bonus rule and 
the action must be accepted 

as serving the best interests of 
all concerned. The rule accom- 
plished nothing, except to in- 
spire a lot of conversation and 
arguments. 

‘« If baseball club owners be- 

lieved the rule would curb the 
spending of wealthy clubs, they 
were disappointed. The Boston 
Braves paid $60,000 or more for 
the signature of Johnny Anton- 
elli. The Yankees outbid aill 
opposition for Paul Hinrichs, 
young pitcher. The Philadelphia 
Phillies had a large squad of 
expensive young bonus players. 

Thus while the rule didn’t 
prevent young players from 
holding out for and getting 
huge chunks of money before 
they had ever put on a major 
league uniform, the clubs that 
paid the money were handi- 
capped in their efforts to de- 
velop the talent and cash in 
on their investments. 

Antonelli, for instance, had 
to stay with the Braves, pitch- 
ing in a pennant race against 
major league hitters, when he 
should have been learning to 
pitch against talent of his own 
class. Curt Simmons and the 
other Phillies, who needed the 
experience of minor league 
service, were under the strain 
of trying to mateh their inex- 
perience against the cunning 
of veterans. 

If, as the announcement in- 
dicates, the bonus rule is 
scrapped in its entirety, young 
players still will have the op- 
portunity of banking substan- 
tial bonus money, but they also 
will have a chance to go 
through the various stages of 
professional baseball, before 
having to face the top teams 
in the game. Thus the clubs 
and the players will have a 
better chance to develop their 
assets. 


Rule Also Failed 


As Leveler of Clubs. 
OTING on the bonus rule’ 
in the last year or two 
seemed to vary according 

to the plight of the voter. The 
Phillies, with a flock of bonus 
players who needed experience, 
wanted the rule repealed. Other 
clubs seemed to take a delight 
in letting the big bonus clubs 
Stew in their own juice. The 
Cardinals’ policy long has been 
to sign players young and move 
them up as they improved. 
They had no bonus player prob- 
lem. And it was to be expected 
that the club would vote for 
retaining the rule. 

The rule also failed of its 
purpose of leveling the clubs. 
Wealth still carries an advan- 
tage and the non-contending 
clubs still have the advantage 
that goes with not being in the 
flag race. They still can experi- 
ment with young players more 
freely than can a club that is 
trying, from the opening bell, 
to win the pennant. 

Repeal of the rule may make 
for more trading. With the rule 
in effect clubs were afraid to 
deal for a bonus player, because 
if the athlete failed to show 
Major league ability, the club 
would be stuck with him, as 
sending the player to the min- 
ors meant he would be subject 
to-the draft. Thus a player 
who cost $50,000 might be lost 
for a maximum of $10,000. 
Football Expensive When 


You Want to Play the Men. 
T. LOUIS UNIVERSITY 
S has learned that fogtball is 
an expensive luxury, when 
you try to get out of the class 
of the boys and play with the 
men. But it’s a rather abrupt 
change of policy, to drop inter- 
collegiate football entirely. 
However, a mistake was made, 
and perhaps the best course 
then is to admit it. 

Perhaps the great trouble 
was that the authorities at St. 
Louis U. didn’t understand 
about football. Several years 
ago the coach of the Billikens 
was told in effect that it was 
considered desirable for the 
Blue and White to arrange a 
more attractive schedule. Why 
not a schedule including games 
with Notre Dame, Army, South- 
ern California, Southern Meth- 
odist, Michigan, Illinois and 
Qhio State? 

After a slight case of faint- 
ing the coach tried to explain 
that the thing wasn’t as simple, 
say, as a problem in logarithms. 
There would have to be a good 
team, first. Then there was 
the question of a stadium. 

. Big name teams would have 
no interest in booking games | 
that would have to be played 
. in a park with a capacity of 
less than 50,000. And you had to 
build up a big name yourself, 
before other teams would con- 
sider the risk of defeat worth 
while. 

The last two years have bee 
a period of disillusionment fo 
the university and also for 
Coach Joe Maniaci. Joe learned, 
with the school, that you 
couldn’t crack the problem 
quickly with 70 freshmen and a 
capable coaching staff. The 
competition was too keen. The 
big name schools still were get- 
ting the cream of the crop. 

No doubt there will be a re- 
action. Football means some- 
thing to a student body. It 
doesn’t have to be big time. 
You always can find teams in 
the same class. Washington 
University showed what could 
be done. Football by the stu- 
dent body and for the student 
body will suffice. Let the men 
have their commercial football. 
And let the boys have—just 
football.

In the office of the student 
newspaper one of the editorial 
writers, Ed Higgins, said he had 
talked to a lot of students and 
that the general feeling was that 
it was “too bad” such a move had 
to be made. 

“But I don’t think there is go- 
ing to be. any demonstration of 
any kind,” Higgins said. “The 
decision is of such a final na- 
ture.” : 
’ Vie Witte, a student sports writ- 
er on duty, said: “Completely 
dropping football isn’t a good 
idea. I never thought they’d go 
that far. It’s not really a college 
without football.” 

From other quarters came simi- 
lar comment. 

Sylvia Gay, Arts and Science 
freshman: “I’m going to wear 
black, with a black.veil and Kay 
Cassidy is going to help me drive 
a hearse to school—if we could 
get a hearse.

Phil Botto of Memphis, Tenn., 
resident of the dormitory, 3640

Market: “I think the school spirit 
had a lot to do with it.

(Commerce and finance stu- 
dents pointed out that many of 
their group, excepting the football 
players, had Saturday afternoon 
classes and couldn’t attend a foot- 
ball game without cutting a class.)

He also cited the “scholastic sac- 
rifices” that must be accepted in 
order that a large university may 
meet highly specialized football 
rivals on an equal basis. He said 
St. Louis is unwilling to submit 
to scholastic compromises. 

Football players have been as- 
sured their tuition grants will con-

A number are likely to 
accept the St. Louis offér, which 
goes beyond the year minimum 
required by the N.C.A.A. code.

The candy thermometer tests 
the concentration of sugar.

There 
is chance for error here, however, 
since the temperature of the 
water and experience in candy 
testing affect accuracy.

HOW FOR CHRISTMAS 


Lebkuchen Made Now Will 
Be Right for Holidays— 
Honey Is Sweetener. 


Thoughts of Christmas for the 
homemaker run toward plans for 
a well-stocked pantry of cookies 
and cakes, candies and snacks to 
be prepared for elaborate family 


meals, dinners for guests, and 
treats for casual visitors. To 
maintain the traditional yuletide 
customs, yet to impart to each 
year’s recognition of Christmas, 
something new and different is 
often quite a problem. However, 
to the homemaker who uses 
honey the problem is a simple 
one. Cookies and eakes made 
with honey keep fresh because 
honey helps them to retain mois- 
ture. 

Honey Chocolate Almond Drops. 

Eight squares (one package) 
candy-making chocolate. 

One-fourth cup sweetened con- 
densed milk.

If the controversy follows the 
pattern of recent railway disputes, 
the next step will be an attempt 
by the National Mediation Board 
to mediate the dispute. Kennedy 
and Fraser expressed willingness 
to co-operate with the board. 

Negotiations which started Sept. 
22 were broken off yesterday. In 
their statement, the two officers 
said that one of the main issues 
in the dispute was the demand 
for a 40-hour work week for 
yardmen, instead of the present 
48-hour, with no reduction in pay. 

The unions had demanded: 13 
rules changes affecting wages, 
hours and operating practices. A 
carrier spokesman said the de- 
mands add up to a “multi-million- 
dollar package.” He said one de- 
mand would boost the pay of pas- 
senger conductors and trainmen 
as much as 50 per cent. 

The railroads, a spokesman 
said, have asked 17 rules changes 
which he said are needed “to pre- 
vent feather-bedding on the rail- 
roads and to improve operating 
efficiency.”

CIVILIAN PLANES 
QUT OF HONG KONG 


Action Said to Be Due to 
Danger of Impound- 
ment If British Recog- 
nize Chinese Reds. 


HONG KONG, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
Eight of Maj. Gen. Claire L. 
Chennault’s Civil Air Transport 
planes left unexpectedly today 
for Formosa, and a reliable 
source said they were spurred by 
possible British recognition of 
Communist China. 

Eight other Chennault planes 
were getting ready to leave for 
the Nationalist island fortress off 
the Southeast China coast. 


Chennault’s CAT planes are 
under Nationalist China registry 
and fly the Nationalist flag. 
Therefore, it is thought they 
could be impounded in case of 
recognition. 


Ground crews and other per- 
sonnel of CAT were left in Hong 
Kong. 

Tangle Over Yunnan. 


Meanwhile, the Chinese Reds 
trained their propaganda guns on 
French Indochina today as the 
surrender of strategic Yunnan 
province bogged down in a tan- 
gle of warlord politics. 

The pro-Communist Hong Kong 
Ta Kung Pao said Nationalist 
Gen. Pai Chung-hsi has been 
dickering with French officials to 
take 30,000 of his troops, pinned 
against the Indochinese border, 
into the French colonial army. 
The newspaper said Pai had 
asked earlier for permission to 
evacuate his troops through Indo- 
china to Hainan Island. 


Both Ta Kung Pao and the Wen 
Hui Pao published reports saying 
Pai now, has proposed to the 
French that his trqops cross the 
border and “volunteer” as de- 
fenders of Indochina. 

Border Countries Warned. 


Communist leaders in Peiping 
recently warned _ specifically 
against such a step. They told 
countries bordering China not to 
harbor fleeing Nationalists, and 
singled out Indochina as an ex- 
ample of what they were talking 
about. 

Meanwhile, the British Hong 
Kong China Mail said the Reds 
have become enmeshed in the 
warlord politics of Yunnan pro- 
vince, a huge strategic area in 
Southwest China, which last week 
was reported to have been signed 
ovér to the Reds by its governor, 
Gen. Lu Han. The tangle is so 
complicated that Red leader Mao 
Tse-tung has had to ask a former 
warlord, Gen. Lung Yun, to help 
straighten it out, the China Mail 
said. Lung is an uncle of Lu 
Han, the present governor. 


Quoting sources close to Lung 
Yun, the China Mail said also 
that Lu has been thinking of 
switching back to the Nationalist 
side again, and that Lung Yun 
has been asked to forestall this. 
It said there are four Nationalist 
generals still in Yunnan to whom 
Lu might hand over the province 
if he can arrange transportation 
to the United States.

OF 15 NEW DIESELS 


Purchase orders for 15 addi- 
tional dieset-electric locomotives 
were approved today by the di- 
rectors of the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas Railroad Co., R. J. Morfa, 
chairman of the board, an- 
nounced. Donald V. Fraser, pres- 
ident of the company, said the 
new locomotives will replace 27 
steam locomotives. 

Included in the total to bé 
purchased are ten road switchers, 
three switchers to be used in 
main yards and terminals and two 
passenger locomotives. The com- 
pany’s acquisition ‘of diesel loco- 
motives began in July 1946. 

“This is another long step in

ROME, Ga., Dec. 15 (UP)—The 
trial of 10 white men charged 
with conspiracy and intimidation 
in the flogging of seven Negroes 
was given to a federal court jury 
today. 

Judge Frank Hooper, in a two- 
hour and 15 minute charge, told 
the jurors that the defendants 
could be found guilty or not 
guilty on either or both of the 
two counts. He also’ instructed

I was the victim of assault by 
Chi’s brother. The Chinese Com- 
munist party guard, witnessing 
the beating of Alfred Kristan (our 
chauffeur) by the Chinese staff, 
refused Ralph Rehberg’s (a con- 
sulate member from Rochester, 
N.Y.) demand that he intervene.

Hunting Deer Along 
The Current River 
By Leonard Hall 


F you like to deer hunt the easy way, find a 
farmer with an eight-point buck in his back 
alfalfa field. Along in October when the 
leaves are red, make friends with them both— 
a Se the farmer and the 
buck. Maybe 
there’ll be a feath- 
er bed for you at 
the farmer’s house 
and hot biscuits be- 
fore you head out 
into the cold, long 
before daylight on 
opening morning. 
And if your woods- 
manship is good 
and you have 
learned the local 
deer _ crossings, 
your prospects are 
bright. There is a 
fair chance, if 
“buck ague” doesn’t 
strike you as you line up your sights, that you'll 
be home before evening with your trophy safely 
in the bag. 


It may be, however, that your hunting instinct 
harks back to split rail days when a woodsman 
traveled light and placed his shot dead center 
because he would go hungry if he didn’t. In 
this case you might want to join Forester “Buck” 
Hornkohl and me on our annual hunt. We have 
theories about the Missouri white tail; and while 
we don’t always bring home the venison, we 
have a lot of fun. Sometimes we move camp 
every night, to cover a wide area of the deer 
range. We like to find where the white tails are 
“using” and what plants furnish most of the 
browse. We note the condition of the forest 
cover, check the acorn harvest and judge the 
prospects for next year’s squirrel crag. We visit 
many deer camps, talk to the agents of the Com- 
mission who are patrolling the woods, find out 
from the hunters what methods or accidents of 
luck have brought success or failure. ©

We believed we could ee | sss sestnia eo ee a 
locate these crossings and that some would be in eee f ee pee pe is 
territory almost inaccessible to hunters, for lack 
of passable roads. And it is in such wilderness 
country as this that we like best to hunt. 
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AS USUAL, neither Buck nor I could leave 
before opening dey and it was late on that eve- 
ning when our car pulled out from Possum Trot 
with canoe on top and the back piled full of 
bed rolls, duffle bags, grub box and guns. The 
drive to Van Buren takes only two hours and by 
8 o’clock we’d checked in at Ben Davis’s Rose 
Cliff Hotel. Here as always were a dozen men 
from the Conservation Commission, old friends 
from other fishing and hunting seasons. Here 
were Ed Allen, Earl Kinder, Dan Saults, who. 
edits the Missouri Conservationist. Here we 
found Chapman, with whom Buck had worked 
over on the Mark Twain when the National For- 
est in Missouri was still in swaddling clothes 
and neither foresters nor game wardens were 
considered welcome additions to the Ozark com- 
munity. The picture has changed since then, 
which I attribute as much to the caliber of these 
men as to the sound policies of both Commission 
and Forest Service.

Broiled Eggplant Recipes That Will Make Converts of Meat-and-Potato Men - igneeeaca 


By Hoyt Alden 


LARGE percentage of Amer-

Once bitten, twice shy, as it were, 
and there’s a margin of safety in 
meat and potatoes. 

Birdie the Bride starts life with 
a stew pan in which she boils or 
mashes her potatoes and in which 

_ she warms up the peas which she 
takes out of a can. Years later 
she goes to her reward, blissfully 
secure in the conviction she has 
been doing right by Friend Hus- 
band’s appetite all these years. 

He, too, goes to his reward, 
never having known the pleasures 
of, say, broiled eggplant with 
chopped onion, or fried arti- 
chokes, or even French-fried 
onions. 

Such will not be the fate, how- 
ever, of Mr, Fred Creigh, because 
Mrs. Creigh, who urges us to give 
more recipes for broiled vege- 
tables, sends us her own recipe 
for broiled eggplant, which goes 
like this: 

Broil a whole eggplant, skin 
and all, in the broiler or over an 
open flame. It’s especially good 
when done over charcoal, but any 
kind of broiler will do. When it 
is tender, after about 45 minutes, 
the skin will be charred and very 
unattractive looking. In fact. the 
eggplant will look as though it 
has been burned. 

But such is not the case. Tak- 
ing care not to burn yourself, 
remove the skin, and also remove 
the stringy part 
seeds. Take what is left and chop 
it up fine. Then add an equal 
amount of finely, chopped onions. 
If you're not an onion lover, you 
can reduce the amount of onion 
to suit your taste. 

Now add salt to taste, a little 
lemon juice and enough olive oil 
to flavor. It’s a wonderful spread 
used as an appetizer, and equally 
wonderful as vegetable for the 
meal.

And the facts are that there are 
great obstacles in the way of 
this project. What would you 
recommend?”

THE OTHER MAN didn’t 
hesitate a moment. “What 
would I do about these ob- 
stacles? Why, I would just re- 
move them and then forget 
them.” 

“But,” objected the pessimist, 
“that’s easier said than done. 
Have you any technique for re- 
moving obstacles and for forget- 
ting them that the rest of us 
don’t know?” 

A slow smile came over the 
face of the other director as 
he said, “I’ve spent my whole 
life removing obstacles. If you 
want to know how to do it, I'll 
show you.” He took out his 
wallet, pulled from it a card, 
passed the card across the 
board table, and said, ‘Read 
that out loud.” 

The other man read the words 
printed on the card so that all 
could hear. They were, “I can 
do all things through God's 
help.” The owner of the card 
then said, “I’ve lived a long 
while and faced many difficul- 
ties, but in those few words 
I have found power enough to 
remove any obstacle.” 

His confidence impressed his 
fellow directors. They went 
ahead with the project and, to- 
day, despite the risks and ob- 
stacles, it “ a great success.
